PLEADING AND BOASTING. 

According to a Budapest telegram, Count 
Czernin, Austro-Hungarian Foreign Minister, 
speaking at a dinner given by the Hurigerian 
Premier in his honour, dwelt first on the,” bril- 
liant military situation of the Allied Powers,”

The arguments of these 
censorious people have strengthened miy belief 
in the correctness of my view. I withdraw 
nothing, being convinced that the overwhelming 
majority here and in Austria approves my 
standpoint, Having said this mueh, I feel com- 
pelled to-day. to say something in public as to 
the Austro-Hungarian Government's ideas as 
regards the restoration of Furopean relation- 
ships, which have been completely shattered. 
In broad outlines, our programme for the. re- 
establishment of order in the world, which 
might more accurately be described as the con- 
struction of a new order in the world, has been 
laid down in our reply to the Peace Note of the 
Holy Father. The only consideration to-day, 
therefore, is to complete this programme, and, 
above all, to explain the considerations which 
determined us to set up these principles in op- 
position to the system hitherto prevailing. 


ARMAMENTS PROBLEM. 


Proceeding to explain the desire of the 
Central Powers to make renunciation in respect 
of military armaments, Count Ozernin said that 
among other political theses which had crumbled 
was one which held that Austria-Hungary was 
a moribund State. lt was the dogma of the 
impending dissolution of the Mdénarchy which 
made their position in Europe difficult. © But 
by proving themselves in this war thoroughly 
sound, they could reckon upon a complete under- 
standing of other vital interests in Europe.

After the Field-Marshal had made his daily 
repost to the Kaise: on the situation in the 
theatres of war, all those present to offer 
birthday congratulations to the Field-Marshal 
were invited to dinner by the Kaiser, who, in 
a speech, raised his glass to von Hindenburg as 
Field-Marshal and as hero of the German 
people, to whom jt was granted to accomplish 
deeds of world historical greatness.

It could only be realised slowly. But he con- 
sidered it their duty to place themselves at the 
head of this movement, and do everything pos- 
sible to accelerate its materialisation. At the 
conclusion of peace’ the fundamental terms 
must be laid down. If the first principle was 
that of obligatory international arbitration and 
general disarmament of land, the second prin- 


‘ciple was that of freedom on the high seas, 


and naval! disarmament. He purposely said 
the high seas, for he did not extend the idea 
to the narrow seas, and freely admitted that 
for sea communicaticns special rules and regu- 
lations must obtain. I? these two first factors 
which he had mentio ere clear, then 
every ground for territorial afhniees dis- 
appeared, and this was the third fundamental 
principle of a new international basis of rights. 
We have not, said Count Czernin, waged war 
to make conquestaN\and we contemplate no op- 
pression. If the international disarmament 
which we long for from the bottom of our 
hearts is accepted by our present enemies, and 
becomes a fact, then we want no territorial 
guarantees. In this case we can renounce the 
enlargement of the Austro-Hungarian Mon- 
archy, always provided that the enemy com- 
pletely evacuates our territory. After remark- 
ing that the fourth principle. which must be 
observed to ensure the free and pacific develop- 
ment of the world after these evil times, was

I could almost) believe 
the latter, judging from the numerous @peeches 
which we have heard, The Hatente, as ia well 
known, likes to adorn its programmes with 
strong words. In this respect I hold a different 
view. I believe that the strength of:a Stete 
does not reaide in the strong words of ite fead- 
ing men, but, on the contrary, stands usually 
in inverse ratio to them. This war will not be 
decided with high flown phrases. What have we 
not heard during these years of war? 
We have heard that Germany is to be annihi- 
lated. Then the tone became more reasonable. 
It was to be sufficient to reform our inter- 
national conditions.”

NO INDUSTRIAL COMPULSION. 

He would be no party whatever in the ne- 
tional interest to any suggestion or policy which 
would have for its end the introduction of in- 
dustrial compulsion.

They could either undertake 
to go to one job, in which case the Ministry 
would move them, and, it they were house- 
holders, and had to leave their families behind, 
subsistence allowances would be paid so long as 
they remained on the job. When they left the 
job they would be taken back to the place from 
which they were moved. In no case would a 
man be a financial loser by the movement. 

Of course, one of the very important pools 
from which skilled labour could now be ob- 
tained was the Services themselves, and they 
were constructing as rapidiy as they could an 
organisation to investigate every claim for 
labour, not only as an individual thing, but in 
relation to all other claims for labour of the 
same sort. Their machinery for withdrawing 
men from the Colours was now in being. 
RESTRICTED OCCUPATIONS ORDER TO BE 

WITHDRAWN. 

The third function of the Ministry was to 
determine, ir consultation with the departments 
concerned, the relative importance of various 
of civil work, and to prepare from 
time to time lists of reserved occupations, with 
such age and other limitations as might be 
necessary to secure the maintenance of essential 
public services and the prevervation of a 
uucleus of civil Occupations and industries.

MILITARY AGE NOT TO BE RAISED. 

The fourth function of the Ministry was, 
within numerical limits. determined as the 
result of the general review to obtain for 
the Army, Navy, and air service such men 
as could be withdrawn from civil life without 
detriment to the maintenance of essential 
public services, and the due perfermance of 
thu civil werk necessary Je maintain 
at sea, in the field, ahd im the air, any 
nucieus of civil océupations and industries de- 
clared by the War Cabinet to be necessary. 
There .was at the present moment no inten- 
tion of raising the legal military age of com- 
pulsion. Such an action might become qgecessary 
later on. In the meantime, the Army re- 
quired as many men between 40 and 50 fit for 
service as could arrange to come forward volun- 
tarily to enlist in it. Ib was not only men 
that was wanted for the services. Navy 
the Army, and the air service all required 
women at the present moment, and women 
wory not coming forward at the rate at which 
they ebould.

GERMANS. USING TANKS. 

Their experience on the Somme and in Flan- 
ders, telegraphs the Press Association corre- 
spondent at British Headguarters, has caused 
the Germans to revise their opinion as regards 
the value of tanks. The enemy is now exper- 
menti with an noured tank meving on 
caterpillars, and bed with a 177-millimetre 
wn and two machine guns. The German tank 
is fitted with a sort of beak forward to assis¢ 
it in crotsing trenches, and a small conning 
tower for observation purposes projects from 
the roof. The afmour comes well down over 
the lower parts ef the machine so as to protect 
the caterpillars, which are said to be completely 
hidden by the armour. 


HONOUR FOR GENERAL 
PERSHING. 


Mr. Baker, says 2 Reuter’s Washington tele- 
gram, has submitted to the Senate Military 
Conurittee the War Department a programme, 
including a provision for formally conferring 
on General Pershing the rank of General, a 
title which heretofore has been held only by 
Washington, Grant, and Shennan. The jro- 
gramme also contemplates the creation of 
several Licutenant-Generals to comman.j corps 
under General I ershing. 


RUSSIA’S REVIVAL. 


In a statement regarding points on the Rus- 
sian fronts since July, the Press Bureau of the 
Russian Main General Headquarters says that 
the deplorable episodes in the combative life 
of our front, as laid bare by a free Press, have 
tended to obscure the enormous work aire. ly 
accomplished by our army in the common causs 
of the Allies, and which it is still carrying ‘ut. 
Since the beginning of the revolution enemy 
forces, far from having diminished, have in- 
éfeased. The combative spirit of our men lead: 
to hope im the possibility of regene- 
ration ef out army im the sear future. German 
attempts to take advantage of our temporary 
weakness will come to nothing. 


AMERICA’S WAR FINANCE. 
Speaking at Madison, Wisconsin, Mr. M‘Adoo, 
the United States Secretary of the Treasury, 
declared that after allowing for amounts to be 
raised by icx«ation, the United States woud 
have to raise by bond issues for war purposes, 
in the ecvrrent fiscal year, between thirteen 
and fourteen billion dollars. This, said Mr. 

M‘Adoo, is not easy, but it can Le done.
